Business Is 
Good, Banks 
Are Cautious

NEW YORK (AP)—Bankers are 


cautioning today against reading 
too much into the spring pickup 
in business or into what people 
say they intend to do with their 
money. 


The news has been mostly good 


of late. And surveys of what busi- 
nessmen and consumers alike say 
they plan to spend have been even 
better. 


But with their 'proverbial cau- 


tion some bankers are warning 
that even if all these good things 
come about, it is far from adding 
up to a boom. And they are noting 
that so far most of the intentions 
remain just that—without many 
more dollars actually hitting the 
barrelhead. 


Many Americans went too far 


last summer in talking about a re- 
cession that never materialized. 
They could go too far now in an- 
ticipating/a boom that t may be 
just as Illusory. 


In urging caution in interpreting 


recent developments, the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York says 
in its monthly review this week, 
"Available data on actual busi- 
ness capital outlays and on orders 
and contract awards have not as 
yet shown the kind of pickup that 
is indicated in the surveys of 
spending plans." 


The official survey by the De- 


partment of Commerce and Se- 
curities and Exchange Commis- 
sion estimates business spending 
for new plant and equipment will 
reach $39 billion this year, up $1.8 
billion from last year. 


This would account for 6.8 per 


cent of the administration's esti- 
mate of the 1963 Gross National 
Product, the value of all goods 
and services produced. This com- 
pares with 8.5 per cent of GNP in 
the boom years of 1955-56. And 
some of the dollar rise this year 
must be chalked up to higher 
prices for plant construction and 
equipment. 


Bankers' caution also centers on 


the frequent quick change in busi- 
ness sentiment which could trim 
spending plans fast if hopes built 
on prospects 
of a boom 
are 


dashed. The actual spending has 
not taken place yet. 


Other spending plans are better 


backed by performance just now. 
Government spending at the fed- 
1 


oral, state and local levels seem 
sure to go on rising. Already it is 
a strong prop to the business re- 
covery. Consumer spending has 
stayed high right along and is ris- 
ing. But the gains aren't spectacu- 
lar.

No Romance

B. DeMille would have employed 
hundreds of thinly clad actresses, 
Producer Sam Spiegel relied on 
hundreds of camels. 


Now another producer, 
John 


Sturges, has gambled against Hol- 
lywood tradition by turning out a 
picture that has 600 heroes—and 
not a single heroine. 


Sturges' kiss-free epic, 
"The 


Great Escape," tells in almost 
documentary detail one of the 
great adventure yarns of all time. 


It is the story of how 600 cap- 


tured Allied airmen plotted for 
months to escape from a German 
prison camp in the second World 
War. 


Under the noses of Nazi guards,, 


they sank 30-foot-deep shafts and 
dug not one hut three tunnels. 


Seventy-six men finally crawled 


through one 348-foot tunnel to 
temporary freedom. Only three 
men finally escaped, and 50 of the 
73 recaptured airmen were shot 
to death by their enraged Nazi 
pursuers.'

As one who rose from private 


to captain and won four battle 
stars himself in the Air Force, 
Sturges says he felt a .personal 
compulsion to avoid making war 
look glamorous. 


"Films that do that are dishon- 


est," he said. "War isn't all sweet 
Dixie. War separates the men and 
the boys, and then kills the men. 
Most of the goof-offs survive." 


Since war then is such an un- 


glamorous ordeal in misery, fear 
and loneliness, why should a pic- 
ture be made about war at all, 
even one that tells the truth about 
it? Sturges, who turned out 45 doc- 
umentaries and training films dur- 
ing the last war, said he had 
brooded over this a great deal. 


"Most good stories involve tak- 


ing a character that interests you, 
subjecting him to pressure, and 
showing the result," he replied. 
"War certainly does that."

In patching up its troubles with 


Red China, Russia may also re- 
vise its tactics in Southeast Asia, 
he official suggested. This could 
mean more Soviet support for 
lommunists in Laos and South 
Viet Nam.

Intelligence 
Gap on Cuba 
Developing 


MIAMI, Fla. (AP)—U.S. surveil- 


lance of Soviet military activity in 
Cuba has been curtailed and an 
intelligence gap is developing,, tho 
Miami Herald said today. 


In a dispatch from Washington, 


the Herald cited three instances 
of decreased intelligence-gather- 
ing: 


1. 
Low-level 
reconnaissance 


flights have been suspended since 
Feb. 9. 


2. High-level U2 reconnaissance 


flights are being kept at a mini- 
mum. 


3. Anti-Castro guerrilla reports 


are being stifled by the U.S. crack- 
down on American-based raids 
against Cuba. 


Military leaders in Washington 


were described as upset over three 
developments in Cuba about which 
they feel they have insufficient 
information: 


1. The appearance of a large 


number of Russian tents, some of 
them big enough to enclose a mis- 
sile ancl its launcher. 


2. Heavy transport traffic to and 


from areas where large caves are 
known to be. Cuba exiles have long 
maintained that the Russians arc 
hiding missiles in Cuba's numerous 
caves. 


3. Construction of a rail line to a 


major Soviet camp area.
